It was the Republicans’ turn to launch their 
1956 presidential campaign and it got off with 
a roar. Waving and yelling tirelessly to some 
100,000 Iowans who jammed the streets of Des 
Moines to see him, President Eisenhower put 
his personal show on the road with spectacular 
results—the biggest crowd that ever turned out 
in Towa to see a political candidate. 

The President was tackling a big Republican 
trouble spot, the farm belt. At the national 
plowing contest in Newton, where Adlai Ste- 
venson spoke the following day (pp. 38-39). the 


President gave an informal nostalgic chat (his 
major farm policy speech was to come at Peoria 
four days later). This talk was one that invoked 
his and his party's most potent campaigning 
weapon—the warmth, charm and vigor of the 
own person: 
The President had started off the week by 
launching his running mate, Richard Nixon, on 
a 14,150-mile campaign trip that would hit 32 
states. “I see no reason to go to the country 
with anything but the facts,” said the Pr 
ident. “The record is there. And it is good.” 


The President spelled out that record on 
d prosperity in his first telev 
ign speech the next night. He studiously 
avoided any direct references to Stevenson but 
hit indirectly at his opponent's stand on ban- 
ning H-bomb tests and ending the draft. “We 
cannot face the future,” gibed the President, 
“by walking backward into the past.” 

The Republican team was off to a rousing 
and imp ¢ start. But, with the Democrats 
moving fast and many voters as yet undecid- 
ed, the Republicans were also running scared.

LET'S HAVE A PEOPLE’S ELECTION 


“The only thing necessary for the triumph of evil,” said Ed- 
mund Burke, “is that good men do nothing.” American voters 
would do well to heed his warning. Almost half of them do noth- 
ing about exercising their franchise to vote. An even greater 
number—some 49 out of 50—do nothing about contributing to 
the political party of their preference. Evil docs not always tri 
umph as a result of their neglect, yet three out of four Ameri. 
cans, in a 1955 Gallup poll, held politics in such low esteem 
that they would not want their children to go into 
Happily, another recent Gallup poll indicates that this public 
apathy toward voting and contributing might, with some hard 
work, be changed, When people were asked if they would like 
to serve as volunteer workers for their party, the samples indi- 
cated that some 38.6 million American adults would cheerfully 
do so, if asked—including a higher percentage of younger people 
than older ones. Moreover, when interviewees were askec 
they would be willing to contribute $5 to the party of thi 
preference, the tally indicated 17.1 million families would be 
willing to do so—a potential “people’s campaign * of $85 
million, or more than five times the $13.7 million reported 
spent in the election of the last Congress. A fund of that size

are expected to spend in this campaign. 
Few things would do more to strengthen our democracy than 
such a broadening of the base of financing for politics. Up to

ests.” whether from corporations or labor unions, and the re- 
sult finds Washington Post Publisher Philip Graham observin, 
gloomily, “It is practically impossible to find any congressman or 
senator, however high-minded, who has not lost his freedom 
decision in some particular area.” In the last election more than 
one fifth of the total campaign funds came from less than 1,000 
people. ‘To say the least, this is an unhealthy top-heaviness. 
As to the franchise itself, an experiment in Syracuse, N.Y. 
showed that its neglect can be remedied by hard work. A public 
spirited citizen, disturbed by the poor turnout in the co: 
sional elections of 1949, decided to find out who the nonvoters 
were. A thorough study disclosed that 28 the bankers had 
not voted, 28% of the doctors, 32% of the dentists, 40% of the 
members of business clubs. But the following year an intensive 
“register and vote” campaign in Syracuse cut the number of 
nonvoting doctors to 15%, bankers to 14%, dentists to 9%; the 
Kiwanis Club's nonvoting members were reduced from 40% to 


13%, and so on. This year the American Heritage Foundation, 
at the invitation of civic groups and both parties, waged a similar 
intensive campaign throughout the state of Maine in its elec- 
tions. The result was a 305,000 vote against a maximum of 
265,000 predicted on election eve. 

Besides getting out a bigger vote this year, both parties ought 
to be trying to locate those 38.6 million Americans who would 
be willing to work for their parties and set them to ringing door- 
bells looking for the 17.1 million families who are willing to 
give $5. But even if the doorbell doesn’t ring, every citizen 
ought to make it his own responsibility to send a contribution 
to his party, just as he would give one to his church or to the 
Red Cross. In the hope of stimulating more people to do so, Lire 
herewith prints a coupon with which they can make pledges 
and volunteer their services.

President Theodore Roosevelt felt so strongly about the ethi- 
cal hazards involved in campaign financing that he urged Con- 
gress to provide an appropriation for the “proper and legitimate 
expenses of each of the great national parties.”

CHURCHES AND SEGREGATION

Even in Christian ethics, racial segregation is a complicated 
problem, This is clear from Lire’s round table of southern Prot- 
estant religious leaders (p. 139) and the accompanying article 
by Billy Graham. But at least these articles separate the real 
complications from the phony. There is a broad consensus of 
church leaders that segregation is un-Christian. 

If the leaven of Christian doctrine had been lacking, American 
race relations might never have progressed to the point where 
integration could even be considered. In leading the way the 
churehes’ chief emphasis is necessarily on the individual sin- 
fulness of prejudice and hate, to be eradicated by personal con- 
version and the gospel of love. But as Billy Graham truly says, 
neighbor love strikes far deeper than integration. It is certainly 
a lot more than legal and social justice require. May it also turn 
out to be a little less? 

Reinhold Niebuhr, in a recent issue of Christian Century, 
makes a “Proposal to Billy Graham.” He recalls the revival 
movement of a century ago, led by Charles G. Finney, which 
made the abolition of slavery central to the religious experience 
of repentance. As a result, the antislavery cause was greatly 


advanced. “A hundred years later we still confront the same 
moral issue, though in a different historical context,” says Nie- 
buhr. But today the churches have not been treating it as Amer- 
ican Christianity’s “central moral problem 

Niebuhr proposes that Graham, copying Finney, should “em- 
body the cause of justice—particularly where it is so closely and 
obviously related to the love commandment as on the race issue 
—into his revival message.” He fears that the more usual reviv- 
alist technique, aimed at “inducing a private emotional crisis.” 
unsuitable for “collective sins” like enforced segregation. 
‘These need to be combated not only in each conscience but by 
public and collective Christian action. 

Tt was a layman, Dr. Omer Carmichael, in concert with other 
citizens of Louisville, who brought about the painless integra- 
tion of that city’s schools. Meanwhile no Christian voice, lay 
or cloth, rose above the shameful clamor at Sturgis and Clay. 
Billy Graham will shortly hold a revival in New York; we wish it 
success, But we also wish that somebody would hold a good old- 
fashioned tent meeting in places like Clay, and include in his

HE OLDEST 
NATION: EGYPT 


In the verdant valley of the Nile a resourceful people 


evolved the first unified state and a serene way of life 
by LINCOLN BARNETT 


‘They tremble that behold the Nile in full flood. The fields laugh 
and the river-banks are overflowed, The gods’ offerings descend. 
The visage of men is bright, and the heart of the gods rejoiceth. 

Inscription in a pyramid 


N these verses, composed by an unknown poet nearly 5,000 years ago, 

sounds a buoyant acknowledgment of Egypt's debt to the great turbid 
river which engendered the longest-lived nation in the annals of mankind, 
From prehistoric times to the troubled present Egypt's boundaries have 
endured virtually unchanged within the rich valley of the everlasting 
Nile, Though recurring waves of invaders eventuaily extinguished her 
ancient culture, Egypt's identity has never been lost. Today Egypt is still 
Egypt, no longer a unique wellspring of civilization, but nevertheless 
the oldest unified nation and the oldest country on earth. 

It is significant that the two earliest civilizations evolved by man— 
the Sumerian and the Egyptian—were cradled on the banks of mighty 
rivers. Yet the differing nature of these rivers brought into being two dra- 
matically contrasting societies. On the one hand the turbulent plain of 
the Tigris and Euphrates spawned a pessimistic ci ion in which man 
saw himself as a helpless pawn of capricious gods (Lire, June 4). Con- 
versely, the sunbathed Nile, annually reinvigorating the black soil of its 
fertile valley, imbued its settlers with a sense of the beni of nature. 
Where the flat Sumerian plain lay exposed to repeated invasion, the long 
tube of the Nile valley was insulated on every side, To west and east lay 
the shimmering fastnesses of the Libyan and Sinai deserts. Southward 
rose the rocky bastions of the six cataracts of the Nile. Northward lay the 
limitless, blue expanse of the Mediterranean Sea. 

So while the anxious Sumerians fragmented into a complex of diver- 
sified, warring city-states, the serene Egyptians—dwelling isolated in a 
world without threats, where the skies smiled and the Nile perennially 
nourished their crops, and where their green valley seemed the blessed 
center of an otherwise desolate universe—created a way of life so perfect- 
ly suited to their needs that they never doubted it would last forever. In 
their language the word for “people” applied only to Egyptians. The 
motifs of ancient Egypt were peace, unity, optimism, self-confidence, 
love of nature and love of li 

No one knows where the Egyptians came from. “I think they have al- 
ways existed,” wrote the Greek historian Herodotus in the Fifth Century 
BAC., “ever since the human race began.” They were of Mediterranean 
extraction—short, slight but strong-boned, with long heads and oval, 
rather aquiline faces. In prehistoric times, they lived like the Neolithic 
folk of Mesopotamia, sustaining themselves by agriculture and animal 
husbandry, fishing and fowling. Then abruptly and inexplicably the whole 
Nile valley, from the First Cataract to the sea, was welded into one politi- 
cal entity and Egypt became a nation. Tradition holds that the genius of 
the unification was a king named Menes, founder of the First Dynasty, 
who came out of the south around 3100 B.C. and brought under single 
rule both the narrow trough of Upper Egypt, constrained by desert cliffs 
and drawing its economy from Africa, and the broad, boundless marshy 
delta of Lower Egypt, looking northward to the Mediterranean and the 
Middle East. Their people spoke different dialects and pursued different 
ways of life. The one thing they held in common was complete depend- 
ence on the Nile. With the union of these domains Egypt became a con- 
federation, known as the Kingdom of the Two Lands. The name Egypt is 
derived from the Greek Aigyptos, a rough transliteration of the Egyptian

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Egypt simultaneously. No one can say which was the cause and which the 
effect. Perhaps the two events were interdependent, catalyzed by the 
influx of cultural elements from Sumer, whose first flowering preceded 
Egypt’s by a few centuries. Although little is known of Menes or his suc- 
sors in the First and Second dynasties. their reigns must have been 
times of consolidation, For when the curtain rises on the Third Dynasty 
around 2700 B.C. the flickering spotlight of history brightens and aston- 
ishingly reveals a stable and fully organized state, complete with central 
government, taxes and an annual census. It also discloses a society en- 
dowed with high technological skills, a mature and flexible written lan- 
guage called hieroglyphic, and the world’s first calendar—the same 365- 
day calendar that, with slight revisions, is still used today. The Third 
Dynasty ushered in the glorious half millennium of Egyptian civilization 
known as the Old Kingdom, during which the national culture took form 
and set a style and pattern for later epochs to follow. It is this crucial, 
formative phase of Egyptian development that the paintings on the follow- 
ing pages depict. The details are based on a wealth of historical evidence. 
For the Egyptians surrounded their dead with the appurtenances of earth- 
ly existence and entombed them in the desert plateaus above the Nile 
where never-ending aridity preserved not only statuary but such perish- 
able artifacts as furniture, clothing and wigs. It is for this reason that we 
know more today about ancient Egypt than any other extinct culture. 

Although the Egyptians -were less inventive than the Sumerians they 

forged a happier and more durable civilization. In some aspects the Old 
Kingdom was like 19th Century America, an era of self-assurance and 
boundless vision, Like Americans the Old Kingdom Egyptians were ma- 
terialists—daring, creative, resourceful and pragmatic, Out of the papy- 
rus plant that flourished in marshy places along the Nile they manuf 
tured the world’s first paper; and to go with it, they invented ink, Lifting 
medicine out of the domain of magic, they made the first scientific diag- 
noses and the first studies of anatomy, and wrote the first medical books. 
Superb craftsmen, they wrought exquisite statues in every medium from 
soft wood and translucent alabaster, like that of the Sixth Dynasty king 
shown above, to black diorite, hardest of stones. Lovers of line and color, 
they were expert painters (see cover); among them there were masters 
who produced work counted among the world’s great art. 

It was, however, in the field of architecture that the Old Kingdom Egyp- 
tians left their most imperishable legacy. They produced the first monu- 
mental edifices in stone, invented the column and the colonnade, and 
originated the floral capital. The apogee of Old Kingdom architecture was 
attained in the construction of the kings’ tombs, the 22 major pyramids, 
of which the mightiest was the Great Pyramid at Gizeh, reared by Khufu, 
second king of the Fourth Dynasty, around 2600 B.C. Towering 480 feet 
above the desert sands, wrought of massive limestone blocks arranged 
with Euclidian precision, the Great Pyramid was built for eternity. 

It looms today on the horizon of history as a symbol of the Egyptian 
belief in the divinity of kings. Unlike the Sumerians, who regarded their 
rulers as mere agents of the gods, the Egyptians dwelt content in the con- 
viction that their kings were gods incarnate, presiding in person over 
their blessed land. Permeating every facet of existence, the concept of 
divine kinship expressed itself both outwardly, in such ceremonies as the 
Sed Festival (opposite page), and inwardly in the deep-rooted Egyptian be- 
lief in a life after death incorporating the best features of life in the here 
and now. For if their king was a god, the temporal world could only be a 
fleeting image of eternity. It was this conviction which, along with the 
seasonal bounty of the Nile. gave them the sense of security that first kin- 
dled their creative genius, fueled their energies 
and bounded the Two Lands in common alle- 
giance and a common culture for 3,000 years.

the beauty of the natural world to the interior adornment of t 
homes. Their household possessions, furniture and utensils, were en- 
riched with carvings and gold reliefs simulating the colors and forms of 
nature they loved best, all wrought in clean, exquisite lines. When they 
entertained (an Egyptian term for having a gay time was “making a house 
of beer”) they consciously gratified all the senses. Their high windows 
were draped with bright-colored screens through which the sunlight dif- 
fused a soft radiance. The scent of flowers, frankincense and myrrh 
mingled in the drowsy air with the strains of flute and harp. Servants 
proffered trays of honey and wine, and garlanded the guests with sweet- 
smelling necklets of berries, herbs, celery and other garden produce. Lithe 
dancing girls, girdled in white linen, wore lotus blossoms in their hi 
The food was lavish and varied. Tomb inscriptions indicate that well- 
to-do Egyptians were accustomed to a diet encompassing five kinds of 
poultry, including force-fed geese; 10 cuts of beef, veal and gazelle; a 
dozen kinds of breads and cakes; a variety of wines and beers; and many 
fru and honeyed sweetmeats. Although host: \d guests often ended 
the evening in vinous felicity, the mood of Old Kingdom parties was 
generally sedate, as opposed to those of later, more voluptuary epochs. 
A glimpse of social mores among the upper classes of the Old Kingdom is 
provided by one of the precepts of Ptah-hotep: “If thou wouldst prolong 
iendship in a house to which thou hast admittance, beware of approach- 
ing the women. ... Men are made fools by their gleaming limbs.

THE ART OF WRITING 
HIEROGLYPHIC 


¢ Egyptians had deep faith in the magic of the written word and 
ed that by the very act of writing they could insure the realiza- 
tion of the thoughts and hopes inscribed, From the Fourth Dynasty 
on, the tombs of noblemen were decorated with hieroglyphic texts 
affirming the merits of their life in this world and their hope of its 
continuation in the next. From the Fifth Dynasty on, the tombs of 
kings were indited with even more elaborate inscriptions, Although in 
theory a king was a god who returned triumphantly in death to the 
company of his fellow deities, the Egyptians left nothing to chance. 
To this end they set down prayers, pleas, ancient rituals and mystic 
spells designed to influence the gods and project their monarch’s 
sovereignty into the hereafte 

roglyphs that embellished royal tombs were wrought with 
e care, as exemplified by the finely etched golden symbols 
shown above. Yet even in the ordinary usages of daily life, the writ- 
ten languages entailed high artistic skill. The earliest examples of 
Egyptian writing, memorial inscriptions from the First Dynasty 
from 3100 B.C. The last, so far as is known, were set down in 394 
A.D. At the very beginning of this enormous span, the hieroglyphic 
language (from the Greek hieros meaning “sacred,” plus glyphein 
meaning “to carve”), evolved swiftly into a rich and versatile system 
fh could encompass any subject from poetry and legend to busi- 
. medicine and law. Although it underwent subsequent changes, 
the remarkable fact is that it changed so little. By contrast, for ex- 
ample, with the huge mutations that have occurred in English in the 
600 years between Chaucer and the present day, modifications of 
ssic form in

which they referred to as “the divine words” and esteemed as the 
fountainhead of all knowledge. Because the art of writing was still 
young, hieroglyphic remained the province of professional scribes 
and the educated elite who jealously preserved it from contamination 
by the vulgar speech. 

From the Old Kingdom on, anyone desirous of a government ca- 
reer had to read and write; conversely anyone who mastered these 
arts was assured of a comfortable livelihood. It was education that 
created the ruling class. To equip their sons for careers in govern- 
ment, the priesthood or the arts, parents entered them in scribe 
school at the age of 5. There they memorized classic texts and took 

dictation from their teachers, The curriculum was rigid and 

ipline severe, as revealed by student copybooks in which the 
schoolboys were made to write and rewrite, in order to perfect their

(Live, June 4). The great Egyptologist, Sir Alan Gardiner, has sug- 
ed that the desire to convey proper name: ulated the develop- 
nt of the rebus pi le—as in English one might represent the 
name Churchill by pictures of a church and a hill. 

In the course of applying the rebus principle the Egyptians evolved 
by Old Kingdom times, a phonetic alphabe isting of 24 con- 
sonants and semiconsonants, including several glottal and guttural 
sounds which do not occur in English. Although the idea of an alpha- 
het was a unique inspiration, ptians never realized its advan- 
tages and never developed it further. Nor did they ever bother to 
invent symbols for vowels, Their wor ted entirely of 
consonants, Vowel sounds mai eyed changes of tense or mood 
and were therefore of only se portance. A single consonant 
such as the owl §X could thus indicate am, em, ma, me or all combi- 
nations of m with vowels before or aft. As a consequence no one really 
knows how the spoken language sounded, and the spelling of Egyptian 
names in English transliterations varies with individual scholars. A 
king of the Fifth Dynasty makes his bow variously as Ne-user-Ra, 
Ne-user-Re, Ny-woser-Re, and Niuserra, 

Far from contenting themselves with the sound-signs represented 
hy the 24 consonants of their alphabet, the Egyptians also employed 
signs denoting two, three or four consonants in combination—the 
choice depending on convention and the amount of time and space 
available to the scribe. Moreover they often combined ideograms with 
phonograms—the former suggesting the general idea, the latter the 
pronunciation. Together they transmitted the precise word. For exam-

Another idiosynerasy of Egyptian writing was the fact that 
glyphs could be written from left to right, from right to left, 0 
cally from top to bottom, depending on the space to be filled and the 
scribe’s artistic fancy. Furthermore words were run together without 
spacing in order to produce a handsome, continuous sequence. The 
clue to the direction was indicated by the signs depicting birds, snakes 
and other creatures; if they faced to the right, for example, one was 
expected to start reading from the right. 

The two hieroglyphic sentences shown below—here spaced for clar- 
ity—reveal most of the considerations cited in the preceding text. 
They are taken from a self-laudatory inscription in the tomb of a 
prime minister who wanted the gods to know how hard he had worked 


for his king. Beneath each hieroglyphic word is its phonetic trans- 
literation (the signs resembling quotation marks indicate guttural 
sounds). Beneath the transliteration is the Ei ranslation,

Hieroglyphic required such painstaking calligraphy that in time the 
scribes evolved a cursive. everyday handwriting called hieratic in 
which the elaborate hieroglyphs were reduced to wiggly lines repre- 
senting only the barest suggestion of the originals. As the centuries 
passed, hieroglyphic was relegated entirely to sacred inscriptions on 
temples and funerary monuments, and hieratic became the dominant 
form. It was in hieratic that all correspondence, legal documents and 
business transactions were set down, The world’s oldest mathemati- 
cal treatises were written in hieratic (p. 97). And it was in hieratic 
that the Egyptians left their legacy of medical science to the Western 
world: the first medical books, the first anatomical and medical vocabu- 
lary, the first pharmacopoeia (which included castor oil), the first in- 
the diagnosis and treatment of disease and in 
the use of bandages, esses, sutures and splints. An exampl 
from an Old Kingdom medical papyrus: “If thou examinest a man 
having a wound in the top of his eyebrow, penetrating to the bone, 
thou shouldst palpate the wound, and draw together for him his gash 
with stitching. . . . If thou findest that the stitching is loose, thou 
shouldst draw it together for him with two strips of plaster, and thou 
shouldst treat it with grease and honey every day until he recovers.” 

In time, however, hieratic gave way to a still mo 
called demotic, And in the Second or Third Century A.D. demotie was 
swallowed up in turn by Coptic, written in Greek letters with a few 
vestigial hieroglyphs interspersed. Although the Copts, who were early 
Egyptian converts to Christianity, ceased to write hieroglyphs, they 
continued to speak the language as late as the 16th Century A.D., 
and it is still read i i ch services in Egypt today.

Once the nemesis of the Dodgers 
Sal Maglie makes a spectacular 
Comeback to become Dodger hero 


by MARSHALL SMITH 


EASON after season, until the New York 
Giants cast him off last summer, he baf- 
fled and tormented the Brooklyn Dodgers. He 
aroused primitive emotions among Brooklyn's 
traditionally primitive fans, and when his name 
was called over the Ebbets Field loudspeaker, 
they filled the air with boos. He was not only 
the league's meanest, toughest pitcher but he 
was also the difference between Brooklyn's 
winning and losing a couple of pennants. 

This year, as the National League pennant 
race goes into its final week, Sal Maglie is still 
the league’s meanest, toughest pitcher, and 
once again he may be the difference between 
Brooklyn's winning and losing the pennant. 
But this time he is pitching for the Dodgers 
instead of against them—bought by Brooklyn 
from the Cleveland Indians who found no use 
for him. During the last 10 weeks the 39-year- 
old Maglie has won nine of 11 games, rising to 
his greatest heights against the contenders, 
Milwaukee and 

When Maglie is on the mound, the enemy 
Bitters and fans see the most menacing face in 
baseball, with its famous blue-black 5 o'clock 
shadow, hawk nose, down-turned mouth and 
hooded eyes. Maglie’s malevolent countenance 
and glare are calculated to enhance his deadly 
pitching prowess. Maglie also possesses an en- 
cyclopedic knowledge of batters’ weaknesses 
and the skill to exploit those weaknesses, He 
can throw the hall exactly where he wants to, 
and hitters complain after facing him four 
times in one afternoon that they never saw 
the same pitch twice. 

His new teammates, who once knew the 
frustration of facing Maglie as batters, have 
now discovered the joys of playing behind him. 
After watching him pitch one superb game, 
Dodger Shortstop Pee Wee Reese left the field 
in wonder. “In a meeting before the game we 
decided how to piteh to the batters,” Reese 
said. “It was remarkable to see, from short- 
stop, how he did it. 
he said he 

Maglie also impresses the Brooklyn infield 
with his knowledge of just where a ball pitched 
to a certain spot will be hit. Occasionally he 
signals an infielder to moye a step to one side 
& the other. Third Baseman Jackie Robinson, 
‘Once an infuriated target of Maglie’s brush- 
backs, says, “He moves me depending on who’s 
up and what kind of pitch he's going to throw. 
He’s the first one who’s ever done that.” Roy 
Campanella, once an erratic hitter against Mag- 
lie, has also made a discovery: “Now I know 
how he used to get me out.” 

‘As for the Brooklyn fans, they too have 
adjusted to the facts of life. Two weeks ago, 
when Maglie trudged off the field after cutting 
down Milwaukee's big hitters in a crucial game, 
the fans stood up and gave him the noisiest 
ovation heard in Brooklyn this summer. 

Maglie’s cardinal rule is never to put a ball

in the strike zone unless it is low, and with his 
phenomenal control he can achieve this. When 
he throws high it is intended as a waste pitch 
or is aimed coldly and deliberately to brush the 
batter away from the plate, and to keep him 
apprehensive and off balance. When Maglie 
“throws at their ear” he lets fly as if he is gen- 
uinely interested in finding out whether a base- 
ball can penetrate a human skull. 


Knock them down twice 


HERE is nothing personal about 
Ti batters. “Bread and butter. 
simply. He has a rule about I 
pitch: Never throw it just 
knock them down twice before they know you 
really mean it.

A NEW NUCLEAR ERA SHAPES UP 
UNDERGROUND AT SHIPPINGPORT 


Muminated by the theatrical glare of welding sparks, the stark octagon 
of scaffolding at the right is the setting for the birth of a revolutionary 


industry: commercial atomic power. This is the interior of a huge sub- 
terranean steel sphere at Shippingport, P’a., which will house an atomic 


reactor, the core of the nation’s first full. 
plant, The plant, for which President Eisenhower broke the ground two 
years ago with a wave of a radioactive wand (Lire, Sept. 20, 1954), is a 
50 million project undertaken jointly by the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, Westinghouse and the Duquesne Light Co. 

The plant is actually modest in size; it can only produce 100,000 
kilowatts, Many conventional power plants produce four or more times 
as much. But it fully reveals for the first time the structural grandeur 
of atomic technology. The new look is dictated mostly by the urgent 
need for strength and safety against any radioactive mishap. The entire 
plant, except for the generator itself, is underground (drawing below). 
Its different units are safely isolated from each other in huge tanks made 
of steel up to three inches thick. 

Last week, as the plant passed the halfway mark in construction, the 
tanks had disappeared under a thick layer of heavily reinforced concrete 
(next page). Soon all the precision-made parts will be lowered into place 
through hatches, In the summer of 1957 the switch will be thrown. 
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UNDERGROUND POWER PLANT shown here in pai lly cut away draw- 
ing. It derives electricity from 525°F. heat produced by fission of uranium in 
nuclear reactor housed in large spherical chamber which is shown during con- 
struction in photograph at right, In drawing, red indicates the route along which 
hot water or steam is carried. Water is heated in reactor, then pumped through 
heat exchangers in two identical cylindrical boiler chambers. Here it flows 

boiler coils, turning water in the coils to steam. Steam is piped to turbine, 
which drives generator which produces electricity. Third big cylinder contains 
pumps to maintain pressure on water in reactor plus other auxiliary equipment.

FOR AN END TO INTOLERANCE 


Arguing that Bible forbids segregation, evangelist calls for both love and justice 


by BILLY GRAHAM 


ST April when I returned from a tour of India and the Far East, I 

was invited to the White House. I thought that the President wanted 
a report of my impressions of India, I was wrong. The main topic of our 
conversation was the racial problem in the United States. The President 
was deeply concerned about it, and he felt strongly that the church could 
make a contribution toward the bettering of race relations. 

Upon leaving the White House, I went back to my hotel room and 
knelt in prayer, asking God to help me make any contribution I could 
toward the easing of racial tensions. Since then I have talked about the 
problem with leaders of all denominations and both colors in the South. 
And I have come to the conclusion that the vast majority of the minis- 
ters of the South are not extremists on either side. Most of them feel that 
segregation should be ended now on buses, in railroad and bus stations, 
hotels and in restaurants, However, most of them feel that it is far too 
early to implement school integration in some sections of the deep South. 
They seem to feel that the day will come when both races will be psycho- 
logically and spiritually ready for it, but that the time has not come yet. 
Another conclusion I have come to is that most ministers of the South 
agree that race relations are worse now than they were two years ago, 
Then, with an uneasy conscience, most of them have confessed that the 
church is doing far too little about it. 

The roots of the problem lie deep in the history of our country and 
they too have spiritual significance. The economy of early New England 
prospered as the shipping interests fattened on the slave trade. North 
and South c involved in the guilt of slavery and in the responsibil- 
ity for its consequences. 

We should not be surprised at the difficulties which we face, for the 
Bible teaches us that “Whatever a man sows, that he will also reap.” 
We have sown flagrant human injustice and we have reaped a harvest 
of racial strife. 
guilt and the problems are by no means limited to America, The 
slaves were captured and sold largely by Africans. However, it must be 
remembered that they did not have the ian concept of the Golden 
rule, To the everlasting shame of the Dutch, the English and the north- 
ern Americans, it was their traders who took an active part, by and la 
in slavery. I say this not to ease the conscience of southern American 
readers but so that no one may feel unchallenged by the high demands 
of Christian love. 


Discrimination is not American alone 


| HAVE observed discrimination in almost every country I have vis- 
ited. Wherever a minority group acts different, looks different, has a 
different accent or even wears different clothes they are looked upon as 
outsiders and they are cut off from equal social status with the larger 
group. This year in India I was with a Jain—the Jains are one of the 
-caste religious groups—when we saw a snake charmer. I said, “Let’s 
watch this man play his horn to the cobra.” He spat—“phooey”—like 
that. The snake charmer belonged to one of the lowest castes in India and 
the Jain spat on the ground at the sight of him. 

In England, into which thousands of Negroes from Jamaica and other 
parts of the British Commonwealth have moved, the newspapers have 
been filled with stories of the color bars, and even the riots caused by 
the proportionally few Negroes who have moved into certain areas (of 
big population). In the Middle East, Arabs kill Jews, and vice versa. Ra- 
cial strife is a worldwide problem. And in the United States we have dis- 
criminated against Mexicans, Japanese, Indians and Jews. Nor is prej- 
udice confined to whites. 

In a southern city this summer I talked with a Negro leader who 
understood, but could not conquer his own feelings. “I have as much 
prejudice in my heart against a man because his skin is white as any 
man had against a Negro because his skin is black,” he told me. “I know 
that is sinful,” he said, “and I'm working on it, but it’s still there.” 

It is fashionable in some circles to tolerate current evils because of

their tremendous complexity and the knotty problems involved in any 
attempt to improve the state of affairs. We and our fathers have made 
the situation what it is. In the midst of this tangled web it is more than 
ever our responsibility to weave a pattern of justice—and more than 
justice: the principle of the Golden Rule, the spirit of neighbor-love, 
and the experience of redemptive love and forgiveness. 

We as white Christians in the North and South should sometimes put 
ourselves in the place of the man with the dark skin. In North as well as 
South you could not eat at many restaurants, you would not feel wel- 
come in the leading churches, you would be barred from many activities 
simply because your skin was of a darker hue than that of the dominant 
type. It would also mean that you would probably live in slums. 

I burned inwardly when once I stopped at a West Coast motel and saw 
them turning away a Mexican—just because he was Mexican. I burned 
again when, on the East Coast, I saw a sign over a restaurant saying, 
“Gentiles only.” Can a Christian stand aside and say, “Let these people 
suffer these indigniti Did not Christ say, “And as you wish that men 
would do to you, do so to them”? Does the Bible not teach, “You shall 
love your neighbor as yourself”? We must enter into their difficulties 
and problems, and their burdens must be our burdens if we are to fulfill 
the law of Christ. 

What are these burdens? What is the real context in which our ac- 
tions must be taken? 

Many misconceptions are common. The southerner and the northern- 
er are not fixed types. Prejudice is not just a sectional problem. A great 
many southern whites are just as opposed to discrimination and are as 
eagerly searching for ways to make the inevitable change as painless as 
possible for all concerned as are northerners. I am also convinced that

Mrs. Mixer [vice president, United Church Women] My convie- 
tions on this question come right out of what I have learned from the 
Bible and my church. There are dozens of Scripture passages to support 
our belief that the gospel lays upon Christians responsibility for the kind 
of love in human relationships which knows no barriers of race. 

Take, for example, Peter’s words in Acts 10:34: “Of a truth I perceive 
that God is no respecter of persons.” For as long as I can remember we 
have sung a song with the verse: “Whosoever will may come.” If, on the 
religious level, that does not mean the Negro, words have no meaning.

thousands of whites in northern cities detest the Negro advances as much 
as or even more than many southerners. I weary a bit of those who, 
sitting in ivory towers, make bold pronouncements but have little feel 
for the problem on the level of everyday living. I know of a northern 
minister who wrote and preached against the South for its racial atti- 
tude until he moved into a southern community where over 60% of the 
population is Negro. Now he tells his intimate friends, “I have changed 
from a radical integrationist to a moderate”; yet as far as I know he has 
not even mentioned the subject from his church pulpit. 

‘There are those who argue that neither the Negroes nor the whites are 
psychologically ready. There is the fear of intermarriage and the mon- 
grelization of the race. These problems, I admit, are not easy. They 
exist. With many of these difficulties the sociologist, anthro- 
, scientist and legislator can help. In this article, I am concerned 
especially with the spiritual and biblical approach. It was after study 
of the Bible, as well as current events, that we decided that all of our 
future evangelistic crusades would be on an equal basis. We have de- 
cided to hold no more crusades unless all of any race can sit where they 
please. Our last four southern crusades, Nashville, New Orleans, Rich- 
mond and Oklahoma City, have been on a nonsegregated basis. We have 
not had one incident, Where men are standing at the foot of the Cross, 
there are no racial barriers. 

Many extremists today use the Bible to substantiate their positions. 
But even the Bible can be distorted by quoting it out of context. For 
example, the Bible says that “Judas ... went and hanged himself”; 
another part of the Bible says, “Go and do likewise.” The Pharisees of 
old pretended to have a great reverence for the Old Testament Scriptures 
and used texts out of context to help destroy Christ. It seems to me, 
however, that the whole weight of Scripture is for treating all men with 
neighbor-love, regardless of race or color. The Bible also teaches that 
justice and mercy are two qualities which shall be taken into account 
at the Great Judgment. It seems to me that we must exercise love regard- 
less of what appears likely to follow—and that such c of uncertainty 
are in fact opportunities to show whether our faith is in our own ca- 
pacities or in God. We must dare to obey the commandment of love, 
and leave the consequences in His hands. The whole nation needs a bap- 
tism of Christian love, tolerance and understanding. This, alone, in my 
opinion will solve our problems and ease our tensions. 

God's command goes beyond requiring justice. We dare not stop short 
of love. Jesus not only commands us to love our neighbor, regardless of 
race, but shows us also why we sometimes fail to see the matter clearly, 
Today, as then, so much time is spent in high-sounding talk that we often 
overlook putting into practice in our daily lives th ial applications 
of Christ’s teachings. In his parable of the good Samaritan, Jesus told of 
the two religious leaders who saw a man lying on the road, beaten and 
robbed. They passed by on the other side. I imagine that the priest was on 
his way to a religious conference at which he was to speak and was much 
too busy to be bothered. Probably the Levite was meditating on some 
deep theological problem. Each was impractical in his religion. But the 
hated Samaritan let his love break through the barrier and himself minis- 
tered to the beaten man. 

This Samaritanlike selflessness is needed today as then and, by C 
help, is just as achievable. Some time ago near our home a white man 
fell into a sewer opening and was overcome by fumes. A young Negro 
threw off his coat and jumped in to rescue the white man, He saved 
his white brother but lost his life. 


Christ did not hedge 


IHOUGH Christ was primarily concerned with the redemption of the 

individual, he did not hedge on the race question. Nowhere did he 
imply that neighbor-love is due only to believing ins, nor that it is 
to be practiced only by believing Chi Rather, he pressed home 
the teaching of Old Testament revelation and enlarged on it, that love 
is due to man as a creature made in the divine image and that the debt 
of love is owed by each man to every other. 

Probably the biblical passage most often used by some segregation ex- 
tremists to justify themselves is the story from the ninth chapter of 
Genesis that tells how Noah after the flood got drunk and lay naked in 
his tent. His son Ham came in and saw his father’s shame, and he went 
and told his two brothers, Shem and Japheth. Shem and Japheth came in 
and covered their father. Later, Noah awoke from his drunken stupor and 
knew what Ham, his youngest son, had done. And he pronounced a curse 
on one of the sons of Ham. “Cursed be Canaan; a slave of slaves shall he 
be to his brothers.” From this some deduce that the Negro race is under 
a special curse from God and that their proper status is one of inferiority. 

Let's look at the facts. First of all: Shem, Ham and Japheth were blood 
brothers, and the Bible says that from these all the earth was peopled. 
They had the same mother and the same father, and there was no dis- 
crimination among them. Second: God never did curse Canaan. It was 
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Dr. Miter [executive secretary, Commission on Christian Relations, 
Southern Baptist Convention] It is my opinion, Mr. High, that the Bible 
teaching on this subject of human relationships may be summed up under 
three basic principles: 1) every man is embraced in the love of God; 
2) every man has value in the sight of God; and 3) every man has a 
place in the plan of God. In the light of these principles legal segregation 
cannot be defended and should not be maintained. 

Dr. McCau (president, Southern Baptist Seminary] When we discuss 
this problem on the religious level we are obliged to say: “All right, if you 
want to believe in enforced segregation, you may do so. But do not use 
the Bible to support your arguments. Such use is misuse.” 

Mr. Hic Then if we are agreed, as 1 gather we are, that far from 
sanctioning enforced segregation, the Bible in its total message forbids 
it, we come to the question of our duty as Christians: is this an issue on 
which Christians should take a firm and forthright stand? Isn’t it true 
that the churches of the South, long before the Supreme Court decision, 
declared that the church was involved in this problem and that Chris- 
tians were called on to find a Christian solution? 

Bisnor Garper [bishop, Methodist Church, Richmond, Va.] The fact 
is, the church, for a good many years, has been leading toward the solu- 
tion. Whatever one may think of the Supreme Court decision, it is sig- 
nificant that, a week after it was handed down, the president of a great

Negro educational institution declared that if it had not been for the 
previous moral and religious leadership of the churches that the Supreme 
Court decision would have been impossible. 

Let me read part of the resolution adopted on this-issue by the ses- 
sion, last May, of the Methodist General Conference—a resolution which 
is a fair sample of our church’s stand throughout many years: 

“The teaching of our Lord is that all men are brothers. The Master 
permits no discrimination because of race, color or national origin. 

"The position of the Methodist Church, long held and frequently de- 
clared, is an amplification of our Lord’s teaching. “To discriminate against 
a person solely upon the basis of his race is both unfair and unchristian.’ 
... There must be no place in the Methodist Church for racial discrimi- 
nation or enforced segregation. . . . 

“The decisions of the Supreme Court of the United States relative to 
segregation make necessary far-reaching and often difficult community 
readjustments throughout the nation. We call upon our people to effect 
these adjustments in all good faith. 

“Indl rit, we recommend the following: 

1. That the institutions of the church, local churches, colleges, uni- 
versities, theological schools, publishing agencies, hospitals, and homes 
carefully restudy their policies and practices as they relate to race, mak- 
ing certain that these policies and practices are Christian. 

2. That Methodists in their homes, in their work, in their churches 
and in their communities actively work to eliminate discrimination on 
the basis of race, color or national origin. .. . 

3. That Methodist churches in changing neighborhoods, rather than 
seeking new locations, early prepare their people to welcome into their 
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Noah. And Noah had been drunk. Third: Most scholars agree that the 
Canaanites, the descendants of Canaan, were all white tribes, and that 
the Negro peoples are descended from Canaan’s brothers whom Canaan 
was to serve. 

‘A warrant for discrimination is sometimes sought in the history of 
Israel, with specific appeals to events and practices from the call of 
‘Abraham all the way to the return from the Babylonian captivity. It is 
certainly true that the history of the Hebrew people is marked by repeated 
commandments from God concerning the purity of their life as His cho- 
sen people, But the great truths that God is trying to teach us, the point of 
all His dealings over all the years with el, will have been missed if we 
apply the Old Testament to justify racial discrimination, Again and again, 
throughout the law and the prophets, by His warnings and by His judg- 
ments, by His action and by His word, God worked to impress two les- 
) that the standards of lasting and constructive fellowship are 
not racial; 2) that the purpose of the separation He commands 
is for service—not superiority. In every case that can be cited the stand- 
ard of separation and segregation is religious, rather than racial. God's ob- 
ject always was to prevent His people from adopting heathen practices. 

By the time of the New Testament the religious leaders had completely 
lost sight of the reason for their existence. The commandments of God 
had been their marching orders. They had now frozen them i 
ritual. Non-Israelites were shunned on racial as well as 

Then came Christ. One of the reasons he was sent was this very fail- 
ure of Israel in its mission, They were keeping the letter of the law 
but had lost the spirit. This is one of the dangers we face in America 
today. We may have legislation, but if it is not backed up by mutual 
confidence and love we may develop a serious situation, Jesus broke down 
the barriers. He lauded the faith of the Gentiles. He lived for days among 
the despised Samaritans. He said that many would come from the East and 
the West and sit down with Abraham and Isaac and Jacob in the kingdom. 
He said that when he was lifted up he would draw all men unto himself. 

‘There is the argument that Jesus never specifically denounced slavery. 
Such reasoning is silly; he constantly emphesized neighbor-love, and 
every violation of it is a sin. When Christ died the veil which separated 
man from God was ripped vertically from top to bottom and the way was 
open for all men to have access to God. This is the vertical aspect of the 
gospel, but it is not the whole gospel. Paul says, “He is our peace, who 
de us both one, and has broken down the dividing wall of hostil 
ity.” The horizontal separation of man was broken at the same time as 
the vertical. Jesus put no color bar on the Golden Rule, There is no 
evidence of racial discrimination in the early church, James wrote: “If 
you show partiality, you commit sin.” 


‘The death knell of slavery’ 


UT probably the greatest passage in all the Bible concerning race 

relations is Paul’s Epistle to Philemon. It is the story of a slave by 
the name of Onesimus tis had stolen money from his master and fled. 
Paul apparently had met him in prison and had led him to Jesus Christ. 
As in all true conversions, immediately the Holy Spirit filled Onesimus’ 
heart with the love of God. He wanted to go back to his master and make 
a sign of every true conversion. Paul sent a letter to the 
master of Onesimus, whose name was Philemon. He did not command 
Philemon but appealed to him on the basis of Christian love that he re- 
ceive Onesimus not as a slave but as a beloved brother. As someone has 
said, ‘The death knell of slavery was struck here.” 

‘There may be reasons that men give for practicing racial discrimina- 
tion, but let's not make the mistake of pleading the Bible to defend it. 

We must keep in mind that the race problem has two sides. The defini- 
tion of what is right and the dynamic for doing the right, The Christian 
minister must be on guard in both respects lest he conform his message 
to the climate of the times. Is Christianity against segregation and for 
integration? These terms are often “loaded” today but they need to be 
clarified. There are times when men think they are being discriminated 
against when actually they are not. The Bible speaks strongly against 
any kind of discrimination. But, there can be voluntary alignments on the 
basis of social and other preferences, where personal choice alone is 
involved and where the Christian ethic is not at stake. 

The Bible requires neighbor-love alongside the love for God, and 
neighbor-love strikes far deeper than what usually passes today as “an 
end to segregation,” and “community integration.” The Christian lay- 
man must speak out against the social ills of our times, but he must be 
careful to speak with ihe voice of the hiblical prophets and apostles and 
not in the spirit of secular and socializing views. This warning is even 
more necessary in the sphere of action. The pulpit does only half its job 
when it tells men what they ought to do and neglects the “power” for 
social reconstruction peculiar to the Christian religion. 

It would be folly, of course, to argue that Christians (and I use the 
term more narrowly than church members), taken as a whole, are

However, the responsibility for discrimina- 
tion is not all one-sided. The Negroes, too, must share the responsi- 
bility. When we were in Jackson, Miss. four years ago, we still had

segregation in our meetings. The average attendance of Negroes was 
between two and three thousand. When they came forward to receive 
Christ they mingled with whites at the altar. However, when we went 
to Richmond, Nashville and Oklahoma City, where there was no segre- 
gation in our meetings, we averaged only about two or three hundred 
Negroes a night. I asked many Negroes about it. They said they felt 
much more comfortable sitting by themselves. 

Most Negro leaders have told me that they really do not want to 
intermingle with the whites, but that they rebel at laws and ropes that 
bar them. As someone has said, “Take the dare out of it, and 90% of 
the problem is solved.” I think probably one of the United States’s 
finest examples of race relations is found in Honolulu, There is little 
discrimination and segregation there, and many races are living to- 
gether. Yet when it comes to the church, there is the Chinese church, 
the Korean church, the white churches, the Negro churches, etc. 
Why? The reason is that the church is probably the most voluntary 
of all organizations. There is nothing sinful in races wanting to stay 
together. The sin comes when a church puts up its color bar at the 
Cross of Chri 

Let us not forget that “faith apart from works is dead.” Until we 
acknowledge our wrong and repent, our religious life is a pretense. 
God says: “When youspread forth your hands, I will hide my eyes from 
you; even though you make many prayers, I will not listen; your hands 
are full of blood. Wash yourselves; make yourselves clean; remove 
the evil of your doings from before my eyes; cease to do evil, learn to 
do good; seek justice, correct oppression.” If America is to escape 
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Dr. Brut. I agree. But I am convinced that if the Negro were ad- 
mitted to his full legal and spiritual rights, he, along with the white 
man, will seek and find those social alignments and relationships 
which are logical and natural. 

Mn. Hic Mr. Jones, you are very quiet through all this. 

Mr. Jones That is the proper place for a layman, sir. 

Mr. Hicu Not at all. 

Mr. Jones I just can’t see what it has got to do with being a 
Christian. 

Mn. High You mean the whole segregation problem? 

Mr, Jones Yes, sir. We have had lots of other problems that we 
once worried about and tore our hair about. Take the matter of pro- 
hibition. Our churches got terribly upset about it. They are no better 
or worse Christians because of prohibition or the lack of prohibition. 
To me and the ministers here—who know 10 million times as much 
about it as [ do—being a Christian is accepting the Lord Jesus Chri 
as my personal Saviour, to save me from the sins that I can’ 
myself from; and just because I don’t want my granddaughter to go to 
school with a Negro boy, I don't see what it has got to do with my being 
a Christian or not. I think Christ will save me from my sins, and I hope 
I won't commit any more, but I expect I will and He will save me again. 

You can segregate both ways. You can segregate against one group as 
well as the other—and the harm is not exclusively done to the Negroes. 

In our state I would say that the Negro mechanic gets the same scale 
of pay as the white. There is an economic revolution going on in our 
which is eliminating the slums in favor of private home ow 
ership. That is affecting the Negroes as well as the whites and it is a 
far bigger revolution than hand-me-down decisions by the Supreme 
Court. [ am talking too much, 

Mr. High You are not at all. In other words, you feel that the 

Negro is rapidly overtaking the white man economically. 
Mr. Jones Yes, And when we come along and upset the wonderful 
t that was growing between the whites and the blacks, as we have 
in the last two years, we have done something that is going to take 
|. We had good race relations then. but we don’t 
ina . We are paying. The Negroes are going to pay a 
terrible price f untimely decision. 

Mrs. Mixer Well, the church people do find themselves in a di- 
lemma; I don't think there's any doubt about that. There are people 
on directly opposite sides of this question who feel themselves equally 
guided by Christian conviction. But I feel that on this question that 
the church is losing a tremendous opportunity to lead. It seems to me 
to be one of the primary tasks facing the church today. 

Dr. Bi T would like to take exception to Mrs. Milner on that 
point. It is not one of the primary tasks of the church. The primary 
task of the church is the preaching of the gospel of Jesus Christ for the 
redemption of individuals; and these social, moral and ethical prob- 
lems are by-products that come out of that. There are some ministers 
who have become so obsessed with this one problem that they have 
forgotten there are more basic matters which must take priority if 
right social relationships are to be established. 

Dr. McCatt. Baptists in the South do not content thems 
saying, ‘Tam a Christian, so [ automatically do what is righ 
churches say, “You can’t stop here. You are a Christ 
attempt to apply all of Christ's teaching to everyday living. 

Let me illustrate from the 1947 statement on race by the Southern 
Baptist Convention. 

“We believe in the dignity and worth of the individual man: irre- 
spective of his race or position he has the right to develop in the 
measure of his divinely given capacity and to share in just measure 
the blessings of our Father’s world. 

“We believe in the fellowship of believer: relationship which 
forbids us to allow worldly patterns of prejudice to drive a wedge 
between us and our Christian brothers of other races. 

“We shall continually strive as individuals to conquer all prejudice 
and eliminate from our speech terms of contempt and from our eon- 
duct actions of ill-will. 

The church does its job on social issues when it preaches a trans- 
forming gospel that produces men with a new relationship to God and 
to their fellow men. 

I would also like to point to the fact that the church always 
perhaps always will fall far short of the gospel which it proclaim 

Mr. Hic And the application of the gospel as it affects segrega 
has been proclaimed in church resolutions such as the ones to which 
Bishop Garber and Dr. Miller have referred, Now, what is the effect of 
these resolutions when you get down to the level of the individual. 
local southern church? How do they work out in practical situation: 
What, if anything, is being done to implement them? 

Dr. McCaxt. It is an interesting fact that segregated churches be- 
gan, not at the instigation of southern white people, but as the choice

the judgment of God, our revival of religion must go beyond lip service. 

One of the popular indoor sports of some northerners these days 
pointing out the faults of the South, But how few see the beams in their 
‘own eyes—the oppression, the partiality, the smugness, the sowing of 
discord, the lack of love—that is so evident in many northern areas con- 
cerning slums, housing and racial discrimination. 

The church both North and South must lead the way in practising 
what it preaches. But far more important. the church of both races must 
lead in confession. Your share of the guilt may seem small but no 
transgression of neighbor-love is really so; murder springs not only from 
anger but from neglect. Where there is still a weighing-up, an apportion- 
ment of blame, there the sterile morality of self-justification takes the 


place of real confession, If we are taking sidelong glances at the guilt of 
others, our proud hearts have not humbled themselves as they must 


before we can receive forgivenes: 

Racial discrimination, like other social sins, is a product of man’s 
inherent sinfulness. (Though in the foregoing words I have tried to 
diagnose the illness. | am keenly aware that I have been dealing with 
symptoms rather than Many voices more capable than mine are 
analyzing our social ills. but the work of the diagnostician is useless 
without the skill of the physician. This problem cannot be solved without 
the aid of him who said, “The Spirit of the Lord is upon me. . . . He has 
sent me to proclaim release to the captives and recovering of sight to 
the blind and to set at liberty those who are oppressed.” The Bible. says 
of man’s soul sickness, The whole head is sick. and the whole heart 
faint.” Too long now we have tried to cope with our social ills in our own 
strength, Self-treatment only leads to deeper entrenchment in our social 
infirmities, Christ stands ready, willing and able to redeem all who call 
upon him. Until we confront the Redeemer with our problem of lostness 
we cannot find a satisfactory answer to our social problems. 


The necessary climate 


HRIST said, “You must be born anew.” He taught that human nature 

must be transformed, changed and redirected. He taught that before we 
can have a better society we must have better men. But man is not able 
to bring about this transformation by his own effort. It is a supernatural 
act in the soul which takes place when men repent and exercise faith i 
Christ. This is why we call on men to be converted to Christ first. Only 
after Christ transforms their lives will they have the power to love their 
fellow men properly. It is not sufficient to urge people to love their 
neighbor unless we lead them also to the capacity of love. Christ gives 
men this capacity, I could cite hundreds who would testify that their en- 
tire outlook on life has been changed after Christ came in, Force, legisla- 
tion, persuasion and preachments will avail nothing if hearts are not 
filled with the love of ¢ 

One of the great can make is to help 
create the climate of goodwill without which we can do little to solve 
this great problem. How can such a climate be created? I would like to 
suggest some practical possibiliti 

Ove Any man who has a genuine conversion experience will find his 
racial attitudes greatly changed, The moment he is definitely, senuinely 
converted to Christ, the Holy Spirit takes up abode in his heart. He gives 
to this converted man a supernatural love for his fellow man. T have 
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INTEGRATED CONGREGATION attends Billy Graham revival at Akron, Ohio 
on a recent tour. Some 40,000 people. white and Negro, came to this meeting. 
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ALL-NEGRO CONGREGATION packs the auditorium of the Chicago Metro- 
politan Baptist Church. Third largest church in the city, it has 7,000 members. 
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of southern Negroes, Let me read you another resolution, one made at 
the Baptist State Convention in Alabama, not in 1956 but in 1865 

"Resolved that the changed civil status of our late slaves does not 
necessarily change their relationship to our churches. And while we rec- 
ognize their right to withdraw from our churches and form organizations 
of their own, we nevertheless believe that their highest good will be 
served by their retaining their present relation to those who know them, 
who love them and who will labor for the promotion of their welfare.” 

Bisnor Lourrrr That is true of the Episcopal Church—although I 
would not be able to go on from there to say that all Episcopal churches 
would give an equally hearty welcome to Negroes. 

However, I can give you the results of a practical application of the 
resolutions, in an experiment which our church has undertaken in south 
Florida. 

Our church runs five summer camps for boys and girls—from pri- 
mary grades through junior and high school, At our convention two 
years ago I suggested that I thought the time had come when we should 
consider accepting into these camps all our church children, regardless 
of race and without discrimination. The convention voted to do so, be- 
ginning with that summer's camps. We had some complaints and 
threatening letters. Nonetheless the question was brought up again this 
year and by an overwhelming vote the same decision was reached, 

Dr. BELL Are the sexes mixed in these camps? 

Bisnor Lourrir In the high school group, yes. 

Mr. Jones What percentage are Negroes? 

Bisnor Lourtrr About 10% Negro. We receive them exactly the same 
as young white people. When they come we simply say: “Go down and 
find yourself a bunk.” They eat anyplace they want to and with anyone, 

I thought personally when this undertaking began that it would mean 
a reduction of at least 50% in attendance and I wondered how we would 
up the deficit. There has been no reduction and no deficit, Neither 
have there been any incidents. 

Mr. Hicn I wish we could say that the church a Christian 
institution, is now desegregated insofar as its own practices are con- 
cerned, and put a period after that. 

Dr. McCatt Well, that is not, of course, the fact. 

Mrs. Mixer Of course churches all across the land, it seems to me, 
have failed in this one point. To take a northern example, there was a 
Boston minister who wanted to get an assistant Negro pastor. Well, he 
couldn't do it. The congregation had very liberally donated to the Ala- 
bama Negroes to aid them in their bus strike, but they would have no 
part of a Negro pastor. 

So it is really a tremendous thing for the church to open its doors to 
all. It is paradoxical, but there it is. 


Mr. Hic I would say, then, that we are pretty much agreed that it 

istian duty to open the doors of all our churches to all people. 
Now, to get away from the church itself and into the more controversial 
field of the schools, where does our Christian duty lie in this matter 
specifically? What stand should the southern Protestant take in the 
question of segregation in the schools? 

Bistop Garner I think that there is a point here which one must 
consider as a Christian as well as a citizen, And that is the question of 
force. This forced integration is a red flag to a great many people in the 
Southland. And it raises the question: is it really Christian to make

seen thousands of men transformed by Christ. They had bittern 
resentment and hatred in their hearts—He gave them love, compas 
and goodwill. Be sure that you have committed your life to Christ! 

Two There must be no deadly rationalization or watering down of love. 
Let us remind ourselves, white and Negro alike, that “Love is patient and 
kind; love is not jealous or boastful; it is not arrogant or rude. Love does 
not insist on its own way; it is not irritable or resentful; it does not re- 
joice at wrong, but rejoices in the right. Love bears all things, believes all 
things, hopes all things, endures all things. Love never ends.” 

‘Tunes. Be Christian in your ordinary daily contacts. Make sure that 
you show courtesy and patience, humility and unselfishness, regardless 
of how the other fellow behaves. 

Four Begin teaching love for the other races in the home. Be care- 
ful not to pass on to your children the sins of prejudice. 

Five Accept your responsibility. If you are a Christian, you are your 
brother's keeper. It is easier to conform to the crowd, to act with only 
your own interests in view, to avoid sticking your neck out; but it is our 
duty to know, to proclaim and to live by the truth. 

Six Take a stand in your church for neighbor-love. The minister 
may be afraid to act because of what he thinks your reaction will be. 
Take courage, speak up, and help the church move forward in bettering 
race relations, 

Seven Be honest with yourself. If you think you have done enough, 
you are in danger of hypocrisy. The outside of the cup may be clean, 
but how about the inside? 

Eicur Act soberly and thoughtfully, but act on principle. Never con- 
done a wrong for the sake of expediency. mi 
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It is Christ we insult 


OR the Negro today the Bible has many words of comfort and also a 

word of warn’ f when you do right and suffer for it you take it 
patiently, you have God's approval . . . because Christ also suffered for 
you, leaving you an example, that you should follow in his steps.” 

Do not let yourself be drawn into retaliation or hatred. Resentment 
always damages the subject more than the object. You have been known 
for your patience and faith as a people. Continue to grow in faith, 
hope and love. 

For everyone there is this solemn warning. One day we shall stand 
before the judgment of God and He has told us in advance what one of 
the questions will be on that great day of examination, Jesus made it 
clear that what we shall have to answer for is the way in which we have 
treated our neighbor. The horror of discrimination will never be fully 
realized until we remember the sobering words of our Lord: “As you did 
it not to one of the least of these, you did it not to me.” If through blind- 
ness or overt treachery we err, it is Christ we insult and humiliate. 

‘And remember this simple, eloquent example: shortly after the close 
of the Civil War, « Negro entered a fashionable church in Richmond, Va. 
one Sunday merning while communion was being served. He walked 
down the aisle aed knelt at the altar. A rustle of shock and anger swept 
through the congregation. Sensing the situation, a distinguished layman 
immediately stood up, stepped forward to the altar and knelt beside his 
colored brother. Captured by his spirit, the congregation followed this 
magnanimous example. 

The layman who set the example was Robert E. Lee.

whites integrate if they do not want to integrate? [ think we have a right 
to form our own opinions on the educational side of this matter. Many 
southern people desire that their children attend white schools and not 
tegrated schools, and I do not believe that it is irreligious of a person 
to make that decision. I think it is the right of the parents. 

Dr. Miter Does the Supreme Court decision deny parents thatright? 
Be it forced integration or forced segregation, one big difference is that 
the shoe is now on the-other foot. 

Bisnop Garser I doubt if we have given enough attention to what 
is happening in our public school system. One result of the Supreme 
Court decision may be the destruction or at least the weakening of the 
public school system of the South, and this will affect all racial groups 
in the South. In many states the people will turn to private schools be- 
fore they will have integrated public schools, The destruction of the pub- 
lic school system would be tragic, but in the last analysis the public 
school system cannot exist without local support. 

Dr. McCait It seems to me that the churches have to face the issue 
of justice, because that is where morals enter into it. If there is no in- 
justice involved in school segregation, then the churches may properly 
ignore the issue as simply a social issue or a-legal issue or something of 
that sort; but if jus involved, then at that point the churches must 
speak. They may not remain silent. 

Bisnor Garser I agree. Wherever there is injustice the church must 
take a stand; but I do not think that the church has to take a stand on 
every particular social and economic issue that comes up, or soon the 
church dissipates its strength for the great issues. 

Dr. Miter I'd like to point out a problem that many are inclined to 
overlook. The people who live in, let us say, certain communities of the 
Mississippi Delta, look at the Negroes nearby and say: “These people are 
inferior.” The local evidence seems to support that conclusion. They 
seem to be inferior from the standpoint of health, cleanliness and moral- 
ity, Academically we have fallen so far short of the separate but equal 
provisions of the law that the average Negro child in such communities is 
from one to three years behind the white child of the same age. 

But my point is that when we argue from those facts that the Negro 
is congenitally inferior then we are hypocritical. The fact is that we have 
denied to vast numbers of our Negro fellow citizens any opportunity to 
rise in the seale and thereby to wipe out these obvious differences of 
health, cleanliness, morality and academic standing. 

I do not minimize the seriousness of the problem in areas where the 
Negro population is a majority, But we will never solve the problem of 
segregation until we recognize that the arguments for continuing segre- 
gation are a product of situations for which as Christians we must bear 
some responsibility. 

Mr. Hic Is there any way out in such areas as you mentioned? 

Mrs. Miner I think it is clear that the greater the percentage of 
Negroes in any area, the more difficult the problem. That doesn’t mean 
that I think the problem is insoluble. I do not believe the answer in such 
places is immediate integration. What first is necessary is to give evi 
dence to the Negroes that are sincerely seeking a solution that one step 
at a time we will go along with them to find it. 

Dr. Bett. I have a hypothetical question which I should like to ad- 
dress to Mrs. Milner: Suppose your grandchildren lived in a community 
where there are eight times as many Negro as white children. What would 
your attitude be toward school integration there? 

Mrs. Mitner From the viewpoint of my background I would not like 
it. But, from spiritual convictions implanted in me by my church and 
my Bible, I could have nothing to say against it. Moreover, I would be 
obliged to face the facts already pointed out that the differences which 
made it difficult for me to consent to integration were differences largely 
due to the fact that the separate but equal phrase has been enforced as 
far as the separateness but never, or only rarely, as far as equality is 
concerned. 

Dr. Bett. Here is a practical point that is not generally known. In 
North Carolina, for example, the average pay of the Negro schoolteacher 
is higher than the average pay of the white schoolteacher for the state 
public schools because in proportion there are more Negroes with M.A. 
degrees in education, and so the average pay is higher. Now, if integra- 
tion comes in the schools, it is going to work a hardship, so far as the 
Negro teachers are concerned. because many of them won't be able to 
keep their jobs. 

Mrs. Mixer I think anybody will agree that these are terrific prob- 
lems. But the place where we have failed is in these hard-core states, 
so called—Missi , Louisiana, Georgia and Alabama. That is because 
in these states we have not shown good faith in trying to take the first 
step to solve it. 

If we would meet with Negroes in local communities and say, “Here, 
now, we want to work out these terrific problems that you certainly can 
see, as well as we” —I am certain we would find them most reasonable, 

But instead of that we have resisted almost consistently every single

Mr. Joves But we can’t do it all at once, 

Mrs. Mixer No one wants us to do it all at once. 

Mr. Jones It looks as if they do. 

Mrs. Mixer This is what I mean. We are not meeting with Ne- 
groes to discuss the problem. If we sat down with some biracial com- 
mittees in little localities anywhere in the South, this could be solved. 

Mr. Joyes While we are about it, let's don’t discriminate against 
the white people. 

Mrs. Mixer We have lived for quite a while without being dis- 
criminated against. 


Mr. Hicit Assuming, then, that generally and in most areas 
christians must deplore segregation—against 
or anyone else—especially in the churches and the 
what should we expect our churches to do about it? What 
ctical steps can the churches inthe South take? 

Mrs. Miner I think the church could do a great deal more than 
it has. And when I say the church, I mean myself, I mean all of us, 
We have got our lush buildings—and I am speaking of my own now, 
too. As someone has pointed out, we do not even think it strange to 
see a sign in front of a church, “Jesus Saves, Air-Conditioned, Wor- 
ship in Comfort.” We would seem to have forgotten that at the center 
of the church is a cross, and its basic teaching one of sacrifice—"Il 
any man would come after me, let him deny himself, and take up his 
cross daily, and follow me.” And, “I beseech you therefore brethren, 
by the mercies of God that ye present your bodies a living sacrifice.” 
Church membership should not be easy. 

Now don’t you think it would be a valid criticism to say that we 
are inclined to be too complacent as church people? Am I wrong? 

Bisor Lourtrr You are right. 

Bistiop Garwer I do think, however, that there has been a long- 
range plan in the South that was getting along pretty well. I do not 
think that spiritual vietories can be achieved by force, And I wish to 
say that I cannot accept a Supreme Court decision as having spiritual 
authority for me. I think our own personal religious experiences must 
he our criterion; and this move to give divine sanction to the Supreme 
Court, | cannot accept. I think we will get our churches in trouble if 
we say that what the Supreme Court says is the last word on spiritual 
matte! 

Tt is wrong also to give most of the credit for better race relations 
to other groups and take the attitude that the church has done little 
about this whole matter. I think the church is the spiritual basis for 
all social changes. 

And one final point: Some are asking for perfection in this field, 
and we do not have perfection in any field of religious and social life. 
Theoretically, we ought to take the same attitude about war as about 
i cording to the perfectionist, we ought not to have any- 
thing to do with war and abolish all military defense. You can carry 
this thing to an extreme that will not work out in the life we are 
now 


Mrs. Mixer I certainly agree with you that the Supreme Court 
should not be my spiritual guide, But T have a feeling that, just 2s

Paul said, the law is a yardstick for us. I think the Supreme Court is 
a yardstick in showing how we in the church have failed. 

Mr. Hicu Let's address ourselves to this particular problem for 
a moment: do we agree, for example, that individual ministers should 
speak out against segregation in their communities? 

Bistop Garner Very many of them have. The outside world 
does not know of the bravery of many of our pastors who have to 
live close to this problem in the South. I am proud of their moral 
courage. 

Tam also proud of the laymen in our church, many of whom, 
though they may not agree with their minister, are nonetheless stand- 
ing for his right to speak what is in his heart. For example, in one 
community, even prior to’ the Supreme Court decision, the Ku Klux 
Klan started up again. Our minister there defied the Klan,-The Klan 
in turn threatened the minister. What happened? For three Sundays 
the laymen of that church, in a community predominantly Negro 
guarded the church during the service in order to protect their preach- 
er in his right to say what he believed. 

Dr. Beut. That's what might be called muscular Christianity. 

Bisop Garber That is going back to frontier days. They stood 
by him. 

Dr. Minter I can give you a like illustrati 
the courage of some of our South- 
ern Baptist clergy and laymen. 

This young man was minister of 
the First Baptist Church in a city 
in the deep South. One Sunday 
following the Supreme Court de- 
he preached a sermon, In 
it he said: “I know this race ques- 
tion is a world problem. But I don’t 
propose to talk about it as a world 
problem. I know it is a national 
problem, but I do not propose to 
talk about it as a national problem. 
I know it is a southern problem. 
But for you and m a problem 
between ourselves and the Negro 
people of this part 
nity. That’s what I propose to talk 
about.” And he laid it on the line, 

It so happened that certain busi- 
ness interests of that community 
had promised this young man’s church a loan of $80,000 on a new 
building the church was planning to build, After that sermon word 
was passed down that this loan would not be available. Whereupon 
irman of the board of deacons, accompanied by three other 
, called on these financiers. They said: "We want you to 
understand that we may not agree with what our preacher says, But 
we have come here to let you know that we propose to defend his right 
to say it—the right of any human being to say what he thinks is the 
Christian thing from any pulpit in our town. If, under these circum- 
nces, you don't propose to let us have the $80,000, then by all 
means keep your money.” Needless to say they got the money. 

Dr. McCatt. As president of a theological seminary I have close 
contact with many young preac many communities throughout 
the South. I wish I could provide the right religious leadership for 
their people. For some the easy way appeared to be to deliver a fiery 
denunciation of the community pattern in race relations and then 
resign when asked. Always I have counseled the more difficult course 
of setting up and living with a tension between the wrong kind of race 
relations and the Christian ideal. This last is like walking through a 
minefield expecting an explosion any minute. Thank God it has 
come so seldom. 

Dr. Bett. [ have been told that six ministers in our church have 
had to change their pastorates because of their stand. Apparently 
three of them had to move because of overzealousness for integration 
and the other three because the members of the congregation repre 
sented too much what you might call the white Citizens Counc 
viewpoint. So the problem has two sides. 

Bistiop Garger [ have 1,200 pastors in my area, Many of them, 
I know, have expressed themselves on the issue. There has been no 
move on the part of the laymen to change pastors because of these 
expres T think that is a testimonial both to the pastors and to 
the laymen. 

Dr. Mrtzer T would think as far as education in this problem is 
concerned that the churches are doing a splendid job. I'd say that the 
deficiency of the Southern Baptists in the development of social con- 
sciousness may be due to the fact that we have grown rather rapidly. 
But I think we have been giving a lot of attention to programs instead 
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Mf people. The other day my little‘grandson was taken to Sunday 
chool in a new building. His parents said to him, "Now Mark when 
‘ou go to your department, they will play some games, and they will 
‘ing songs and they will tell you stories about Jesus and I know that 

will like it very much.” When he came back home, his father 
aid, ‘Mark, how did you get along in Sunday school?” He said, “We 
ust played with dishes. Jesus wasn’t there.” Too many of our church 
nd denominational programs have been like that. 

Let me add, though, that there are many instances in the South 
jshere clergymen and laymen are really working hard on this problem 
and working together. After the Supreme Court decision we called 
ogether a very small group of people in Nashville—two Negroes and 
hree whites. Our purpose was a friendly discussion of the’ problem 
hat confronted both groups. At the next meeting there were nine of 
33 at the third meeting, 14; at the fourth, 21. We gradually kept on 
neeting and enlarging our gathering so that we would get representa- 
on from every organization in town involved in this problem. That 
neant not only the church but labor, the social agencies, civie organi- 
ations. Finally we held a workshop to consider this problem group 
hy group. More than 500 people 
came. About 50% white and 50% 
Negro. We met together at the Jew- 
ish Community Cente 
Out of all this has developed a 
permanent citywide organization, 
called’ TheNashvilleConferenceon 
Human Relations,” which meets to 
consider basic principles involved 
in the problem. We have said to 
school board and city authorities:

groups be set up throughout the South and rural areas, Our whole 
aim is to bring about a communitywide approach to this problem, to 
provide factual information, to point to Christian principles and to 
help create an atmosphere in which the final solution can be peace- 
fully worked out. 

Mr. Hi I think that is a good, constructive note on which to 
end, Let’s sce if we can now sum up where, at the end of these dis- 
cussions, we do stand. 

Mr. Joyes I can only speak for my own church, but I know that 
the Methodists have been working at it and will continue to work at 
it. We are a long way short of perfection as we will always be, but we 
are gaining ground all the time. On this question, as on most others, 
the younger generation is way ahead of us oldsters. I hope they will 
continue to be. We are undoubtedly moving in a direction which one 
day will result in a solution which T suppose must be called integ: 
tion. But we can’t do it all at once. We don’t dare to move too fast, 
and we won't be forced. But the church isn’t going to give up its job 
under present conditions just because it is exceedingly difficult, God’s 
work is always hard work, but that’s what the church has cut out for 
itself. The Methodists didn’t wait for the Supreme Court to make a 
decision and they are going to continue working in the spirit of Christ. 

Dr. Bet The noise made by the white Citizens Councils is out 
of proportion to the spirit of the South as a whole. There is no 
question about that. 

Dr. McCatt. To my mind the big opportunity of the churche: 
this difficult situation, made up as they are of ordinary human beings, 
is to continue to plumb the basic charter of our faith in the Bible; 
to reaffirm our basic principles; and constantly to reappraise our 
actions as to whether or not in such matters as the Supreme Court de- 
cision they conform with what we know to be Christian. 

BisnopLournt Weare, I think, agreed that the problem of 
lations, whether in the matter of school segregation or any other 
will not be solved by force or by law. Like any problem of personal 
relationships, it will have to be solved by changing people’s attitudes. 
That is a job for the church: by education, by prayer, by the guidance 
of the Holy Spirit to understand the point of view both of the Negro and 
of those white churchmen who may disagree. So that together out of 
such understanding we can work toward a better situation. 


DR. DUKE McCALL 
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Dr. Miter I can only say in conclusion, from my very deep con- 
viction, based on what I understand the Bible to teach and what my 
own experience has been, that the personal mission of the Christian 
cannot be separated in this or any other situation from his civie and 
social responsibilities. 

Mr. Hicn I happen to know that Dr. Bell, as is his usual custom, 
arose this morning long before dawn for a period of Scripture reading 
and prayer. Perhaps he would not wish me to say this but nonetheless 
I will repeat what he told me; namely, that in the midst of this morn- 
ing’s devotions—thinking and praying about this problem—certain 
conclusions came to him which he immediately wrote down. He will 
read to us the essence of those conclusions. 

Dr. Bett Christians should recognize that there is no biblical 
or legal justification for segregation. It can be safely affirmed that 
segregation of the races by law is both unchristian and un-American, 

Tt can be demonstrated with equal force that forced integration 0 
the races is sociologically impracticable and at the same time such 
forced alignments violate the right of personal choice. 

God makes no distinction among men; all are alike the objects of his 
love, mercy and proffered redemptive work. For this reason all Chi 
tians are brothers in Christ, regard- 
less of race or color. 

In the light of these basically 
Christian affirmations the church 
should implement them as follows: 

a) All churches should be open 
for attendance and membership 
without reference to race or color. 

b) Recognize that in so doing, in 
most areas and under normal con- 
dit this will not result in an 
tegrated church, for various races 
will prefer separate churches for 
social, economic, educational and 
many other reason: 

c) But, this opening of the doors 
of all churches will break down the 
man-made and sinful barrier which 
stems from prejudice and recognize MRS. SPANN W. MILNER 
the unquestioned Christian princi- 
ple of man’s uniform need of God’s redemptive work in Christ, a 
need and a salvation which knows no distinction of race or color. 

To aid in an honest and just solution of this problem on every level 
the church should frankly recognize that racial differences, implying 
neither inferiority nor superiority in God’s sight, are nevertheless 
actual differences which usually express themselves in social prefer- 
ences and alignments which are a matter of personal choice, not re- 
lated to either pride or prejudice. Because of this fact and because there 
is no Christian principle involved, the church should neither foster 
nor force, in the name of Christianity, a social integration which may 
be neither desired nor desirable. 

The church should concentrate greater energy on condemning those 
sinful attitudes of mind and heart where hate, prejudice and indiffer- 
ence continue to foster injustice and discrimination. q 

The problem of the public schools constitutes a dilemma in many 
areas in the South which both the church and the courts of the land 
should recognize and admit. Because these schools are tax-supported 
they in name and in fact are “public” schools. At the same time, be- 
cause the ratio of the races varies in different localities the problem 
also from the simple in some areas to the apparently insoluble 
at the present time in others. 

It must be recognized by both church and state that at this time, 
and under present conditions, the problem involves social, moral, 
hygienic, educational and other factors which admit no immediate or 
easy solution, and the phrase, “with all deliberate speed,” must be in- 
terpreted on the one hand as requiring an honest effort to solve the 
problem, and on the other by the leniency and consideration which 
existing conditions demand. 
nally, the church has a grave responsibility in this issue; a respon- 
sibility to proclaim love, tolerance and justice to all as basic Christien 
's to be accepted in theory and practiced in fact. 
he church has the responsibility of recognizing that more than 
spiritual issues are involved and that while freely admitting full spir- 
itual and legal rights to all there are, at the same time, social implica- 
tions and considerations which involve the matter of personal choice, 
over which the church has no jurisdiction and into which it should 
not intrude in the name of Christianity. 

Mrs. Mixer My concluding thought is this: that around the 
world and in our South the surge of the colored races toward full 
equality cannot be turned back. I do not believe the church wants to 
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turn it back. Our opportunity rather is to see that right where we are| 
and difficult as the situation is, the church will measure up to all that 

is involved in being a Christian church. And that we, as Christians, 

will set the kind of example which increasingly will turn the Negro not | 
away from, but toward the Christ which we, both Negro and white, seek 

to follow. I do think that the church has a tremendous opportunity 

to be the church. 

Mr. Hicu May I try to summarize briefly the points on which 
asa result of our discussion we seem to be in agreement, in the matter 
of the churches of the South and southern churchmen in their relation 
both to the immediate issue of school integration and the longer-time 
issue of race relations. 

The first conclusion in which I think we have reached agreement is 
that whatever argument may be advanced for enforced segregation be- 
cause of race, there is no biblical support either in the Old Testament 
or in the New Testament for that position. As Dr. McCall pointed out, 
those who use the Bible to support segregation are, in fact, misusing it. 

A second and related fact seems to have emerged, namely, that the 
religious message of the Old Testament and even more emphatically 
that of the New Testament enjoins on Christians the practice, in their 
relationships, of a gospel of love regardless of race. 

In the third place there seems to be no question from the facts pre- 
sented here that progress in the field of race relations in the South 
prior to the Supreme Court decision was under way toward the eventual 
solution of this whole problem of Negro-white relationships and 
that the church was in the forefront of this advancement. | 

Although agreeing on these basic matters there are several impor- 
tant problems, the solution to which is a matter of some divergence. 

The first problem is the fact that the opposition of some southern 
communities to school integration is not so much to integration itself ' 
as to enforced and immediate integration. 

The second problem, as Dr, Bell has pointed out, is not racial, but 
ratio. Where the Negro population is proportionately small and where 
Negroes have had an opportunity to rise in the scale on matters of 
health, cleanliness, morality and academic standing, the problem is 
much simpler and lends itself to a far speedier solution than in those 
communities where the Negro population is a large majority and where 
Negro children in the matters mentioned above are backward. What 
the church should do toward correcting these conditions is still a 
matter of argument. | 

For the area in which we seem to disagree most is that concerning 
the role of the church itself. Some of us feel that most of our churches 
should take the lead, and that by keeping silent on the subject the 
church is shirking its Christian duty. Others, however, feel that the 
problem, specifically the one of integration in the schools, is the con- | 
cern of the state and the individual Christian, not the church as an 
organization. 

It seems to me that the most constructive and hopeful fact that | 
has come out of this discussion—a fact which northerners seldom rec- 
ognize—is that all over the South, Christian ministers and laymen are 
courageously wrestling with this problem, They are earnestly seeking 
to find a solution which, on the one hand, recognizes the serious social 
questions involved and, on the other hand, expresses the increasing 
responsibility of conviction that Christians and the church have an 
inescapable responsibility to work toward a solution which will be an 
unmistakable implementation of the New Testament gospel of love.
